— Three 
National Education officials be 
gan a preliminary investigation 
Tuesday to determine whether 
sanctions should be imposed on 
Kentucky’s educational system. 

The investigation was request¬ 
ed by the Kentucky Education 
Association prior to a six-day 
statewide teacher strike which 
closed most of Kentucky's 
schools. 

If NEA decides that sanctions 
should be imposed, Kentucky's 
educational system would be 
imposed, Kentucky's education¬ 
al system would be blacklisted 
in the eyes of the nation's tea¬ 
chers, teacher colleges, and 
businesses. 

The inquiry will be aimed at 
determining whether education¬ 
al conditions “have deteriorated 
to such a degree” that a full 
scale NEA sanctions investiga¬ 
tion would be warranted, the 
KEA said.

Burley Tobacco farmers — 
along with all other tobacco 
growers—will not be using 
DDT insecticides on their 
crops this year. 

If they do—their tobacco will 
not be under USDA price 
kupport. 

The Agriculture Department 
Monday announced from 
Washington, D.C., that grow¬ 
ers will be required to certify 
that they have not used the 
two deadly insecticides. 

Without such certification, 
said USDA officials, the farm¬ 
er will not qualify for price 
support on the 1970 crop. 

This makes it a virtual cer¬ 
tainty that tobacco farmers 
won’t be using DDT or TDE, 
again.

Natur¬ 
alists say that there are now 
over 500 species of wild life 
headed for extinction. . .unless 
we stop killing them and try 
to save them.

He puts out dangerous 
pesticides to kill insects but 
doesn't think how many other 
creatures he is also killing or 
endangering, even himself. We 
have lost many fine birds in the 
past through man’s selfishness. 
A bird student recently appall 
ed by the loss of so many birds 
to man’s destruction of their 
habitats, said. “What could be 
lonelier or sadder than the mat 
ing song of the world’s last rob¬ 
in? What could be more heart 
rending than to hear the last 
wood thrush on earth singing 
his last song?” 

Today we are becoming aware 
of the sad loss of many of our 
finest birds and animals; it is 
perhaps too late to save some 
of them, but we can and should 
keep on trying. We never know 
how much we miss wild life 
and birds until they are gone:

snowy egret, the whooping 
crane and sandhill crane, in 
order to supply fashionable wo¬ 
men with gorgeous plumes for 
their hats. When there were no 
more of these birds left to fur¬ 
nish the plumes of fashion, the 
women had to quit wearing hats 
decorated with plumes. 

It used to be stylish to wear 
sealskin coats and coats lined 
with the fine fur of beavers 
Man. the greedy predator, slau¬ 
ghtered these animals by the 
millions to supply the demands 
of society dowagers who wanted 
fine coats of sealskin. Men used 
to go to the islands where there 
were thousands of baby seals; 
they knocked the young ones 
in the head with clubs and 
sometimes skinned them alive 
to get their furs. Today the 
fur seals are in grave danger 
of extinction. The beavers were 
also trapped and almost wiped 
out in order to get their fine 
furs to supply the demands of 
fashion. It used to be a common 
thing in beaver country to find 
many of these animals with two 
or three feet missing, which 
they had gnawed off to escape 
death in the leghold steel trap. 
Man failed to realize that beav¬ 
ers were made by nature to con¬ 
serve the water supply and to 
prevent soil erosion. Almost too 
late he woke up to the great 
value of beavers in nature^* 
plan of conservation. So these 
animals are now protected by 
law and are coming back in 
many parts of their former 
range. 


Hawks and owls 
rarely kill more than they can 
use as food. 

In the animal world, we have 
such predators as coyotes, 
wolves, lions, tigers, panthers 
and others. Most of these help 
nature by weeding out the 
herds of deer, elk and moose;

Ihus they help to keep the 
herds strong and able to sur¬ 
vive. 

However, some predators run 
amuck and kill just for the 
thrill. That is when predators 
become dangerous, a serious

“Any person who is unable

Thompson, Social Security 
District Manager in Ashland, 
explained that too often a 
person hopes to return to 
work soon and puts off con¬ 
tacting the social security of¬ 
fice and filing a claim for 
benefits.

Thompson stated that any¬ 
one disabled and unable ta 
continue working should no. 
fail to contact the social se¬ 
curity office. He emphasized 
that this contact should be 
made no later than thirty 
days after he had to stop 
working. Of course, 'he per¬ 
son who has been disabled 
longer should inquire immedi¬ 
ately without further delay.
